Ohio poultrymen have brought an­ 
other record to Ohio. A year ago they 
organized the Ohio Poultry Improve­ 
m ent Association, and today they have 
more accredited flocks and hatcher­ 
ies enrolled than any other state in 
the, union. 
Fifty-five Ohio hatcheries with an 
egg capacity of three million eggs a 
setting art1 members, and 
1 hey are 
served by 2500 accredited flocks. That 
means, says the poultry departm ent 
at tho Ohio S tate University, which 
has sponsored the poultrym en’s asso­ 
ciation, th a t majority of the hatcheries 
in Ohio a re produong chickens from 
stock th a t has been inspected and 
approved by trained inspectors. 
"Perhaps m ost significant.” says E. 
L. Dakan, head of the poultry depart­ 


ment a t th e state university, "is The 
fact that, this poultry im provement 
association is a self-supporting organ 
itation. 
“ Its m em bers, both 
flock owners 
and hateherym en, pay 
fees for all 
service rendered by the college, and 
employ a full-time field m anager in 
addition. 
Tim association this past 
year, in fees for accrediting and cer­ 
tifying flocks, was about, $9,000. That 
is more than the annual budget for 
poultry 
extern km 
work 
from 
the 
state university. 
The m< n who do the accrediting are 
trained at the annual poultry judging 
school each summ er at the university. 
They receive certificates on passing a 
final examination.
